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DETAILED ACTION 



The applicant's response filed December 01, 2006 in 
responding to the previous action has been issued on September 21, 
2006 regarding to elective claims 25-48 and 59-64 selected on June 
26, 2006. However, the selective claim invention is still holding more 
than one invention, therefore, a need of restriction requirement has 
been provided toward the current selective claims 25-48 and 59-64. 
Accordingly, claims 1-69 are currently pending in the application, 
claims 1-24, 49-58 and 65-69 have been withdrawn while claims 25- 
48 and 59-64 are under a new restriction requirement. 



Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention. 

Species 1 , claims 25 and 37; 
Species 2, claims 59; 
Species 3, claims 26-33, 38-44; 
Species 4, claim 60 and 61 ; 
Species 5, claims 34-36 and 45-48; and 
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Species 6, claim 62-64. 
Species 1 and 2 relate as combination and subcombination, wherein the 
claim 25 is generic related to Species 1 and 2. 

Species 3 and 4 relate as combination and subcombination, wherein the 
claim 26 is generic related to Species 3 and 4. 

Species 5 relates to Species 1 and 2 as mutually exclusive species while 
relating to Species 3 and 4 as subcombinations usable together. 

Species 6 relates to all species 1-5 as subcombinations usable together. 
Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed 
species for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no 
generic claim is finally held to be allowable. Applicant is advised that a reply to this 
requirement must include an identification of the species that is elected consonant 
with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable thereon, including any 
claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims 
are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include 
all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1 .141 . If claims are 
added after the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected 
species. MPEPj 809.02(a).
